Mosely and Spencer appeal-
ed from sentences imposed in the
circuit court on the ground of form-
er conviction in the United States
courts. “Under decisioris of the su-
preme court, the rule has been wel
established that a single transaction
can give rise to more than one vio-
lation,” said the opinion, written by
Chief Justice Gary.

Mr. John Grimball, the ranking of-
ficer of the Confederate Navy and
probably the oldest graduate of the
United States Naval Academy at
Annapolis, died at his home in]
Charleston Monday night. Mr. Grim-
ball, a class mate of Georze Dewey
at Annapolisy had a long and dis-
tinguished record of sea service dur-
ing the war betwen the state, the
most notable chapters of which were

cruiser Shenandoah and on the Con-
federate ram Arkansas which fought
Farragut’s fleet at Vicksburg in one
of the most desperate encounters in
naval annals.
